Baptized With the Holy Ghost and Fire and 
Then “Go Ye,” 


WHO Is ON THE LORD’S SIDE? 


When the Holy Ghost was. 
poured out on the day of Pente-| 
cost there were outward mani- 
festations as well as an inward 
work wrought in the heart. 
Those men and women were 
never the same any “more after 
they received this wonderful ex- 
perience. They waxed bold in 
their preaching and the Word 
says they went everywhere. 

Fifteen and twenty years ago 
and more Bible readers thouzht 
there would be no more exper- 
iences such as were poured out 
on the day of Pentecost. Noth- 
ing of this kind had prevailed 
among Ohristians for so long that 
they supposed such would never 
occur again. 

But they were mistaken. We 
have learned that the experience 


who have received it in the last 
twelve years. Indeed it is won- 
derful to think of people now be- 
ing baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and fire, and speaking 
with other tongues the same as 
at Pentecost. 

After 1 received the Holy 
Ghost on the twelfth day of Jan- 
uary 1908, and had time to med- 
itate I could hardly realize what 
had takeu place. To think of 
having received the Holy Ghost 
as they did on the day of Peute- 
cost was almost tov good to be 
true. But 1 knew 1 had the ex- 
perience and wondered why 1 
could not have received it long 
before, because I hade earnestly 
sought the Lord for a deeper ex- 
perience for years. 

Jesus commissioned His djs- 
ciples to Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every 
creaturé before they were bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost, but 
He told them to wait until they 
got the experience before they 
started. The experience was 
necessary. And when they got 
it, it was real. There was no 
more vacillating Peter—no more 
doubting Thomas. They were 
as true as steel. There was 
something done for them. 


There is not much known a- 
bout the other seventy that Jesus 
chose and commissioned to go. 
But it is supposed they were in 
the number that were filled with 
the Holy Ghost on that memor- 
able day of Pentecost. Early 
Church history gives the names 
of a few of them, that got the 
experience. The women also got 
the experience, although nothing 
is recorded that shows what they 
did. But we cannot think of 
their being idle. Atthough the 
history is meager concerning 
many of them that were baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, there 
is enough recorded to show that 
the experience was real with 
them. 

There is one, thing character- 
istic of the disciples after they 
got the Holy Ghost that we want 
to notice here. When they 
started they never stopped. 
They never went back to their 
fishing nets. They preached the 
gospel as long as they lived. 
They were determined to obey 
the ‘‘Go ye’’ commission, and 


said of Andrew that he preach- 
ed for three days while he was 
bound to the cross upon which 
he died. 

We have men today filled with 
the Holy Ghost, possessed with 





the’ very s&me martyr spirit. 
| 


They haye heard the call to the 
ministry, heeded the “Go ye”’ 
commission, and will never stop 
until they fall in their tracks. 
If they are barred out of one 
place they will go to another. 
They are not so particular where 
they tell it, but they have to 


keep at it. They cannot quit. 
The message. burns in their 


bones, and they remember that 
Jesus said to go into all the 
world. 

The world is large and must 
be evangelized. No body can 
do this work properly except 
those who are filled with the Holy 
Ghost and wisdom. Paul says, 
“The husbandman that laboreth 
must be first partaker of the 


fruits."’ We understand from 
this feading that Paul means 


that those that carry the message 
must have the experience. 
Those who have not been bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost should 
‘Starry until’’ they receive the 
Holy Ghost, then go. And when 
they start there is no place to 
stop. 

I have heard of some who had 
the experience all right, and they 
commenced to obey the com- 
mission, but they stopped. The 
next thing that was heard from 
them they were back in the cot- 
ton or cornfield, in the mines or 
at other Jabor. Ihave heard of 
some who dropped back into that 
kind of work that were not com- 
pelled to doso. They had money 
laid up, or had some investment 
that would make them 


a nice 
living, but still they stopped 
carrying the message and 


dropped back into manual labor. 
This is different from the way 
the early disciples did. -When 
they started they never stopped. 
They were commanded to tarry 
in the city of Jerusalem until 
they were baptized with the 
Holy Ghost and fire and then 
**Go ye.”’ 

If that commission was ever 
revoked it was not recorded. So 
we conclude it applies now as 
wellas then. To confirm this 
view we only have to read the 
commission from Jesus Himself 
recorded by Matthew: ‘“‘Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost: teaching them 
to*observe all things whatsoever 
| have commanded you: and, lo, 
lam with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world.’’ 

Please notice that He says, 
‘Teaching them,’’ that is, all to 
whom the gospel goes. What 
shall they be taught? All things 
Jesus taught the disciples. And 
He told the disciples to get the 
experience and then ‘‘go,”’ and 
never return toformer vocations. 
When Elisha was called to be a 
prophet he slew and boiled his 
oxen, burnt up his plow, stock 
and all, and then he had nothing 
left to entice him back. He left 
off farming and never returned 
toit again. He was gone, for- 
ever gone. 

It is good for people. to couat 
the cost well before they start, 
because it is better not to start 
than to start and then return. 
God wants those in the ministry 
that are through with this worid, 
and that are willing to go alone 
with Him if it comes to that. 
But He promises to be with His 
saints alway. In His explana- 
tion of this matter Jesus says, 
‘‘No man, having put his hand 
to the -plough, and looking back, 
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is fit for the kingdom of God. | 
(Luke 9:62.) | 

A certain brother has been| 
preaching spasmodically for sev- 
eral years.

The matter of serving the Lord 
is too sacred to treat lightly. Yet 
Il am afraid there are many real 
good people that do not regard it 
so.

When 
Moses returned and learned of 
the awful crime he took his 
place inthe gate of the camp 
and cried out, ‘*Who is on the 
Lord’s side?’’

No one can understand the 
mystery of godliness without 
love. In the preceeding chapter 
Paul tells his desires to the 
brethren at Laodicea by giving a 
sketch of what Ohrist did, and 
of his having been made a _ min- 
ister of Him, as follows: ‘‘And 
you, that were sometime alien- 
ated and enemies in your mind 
by wicked works, yet now hath 
he reconciled in the body of his 
flesh through death, to present 
you holy and unblameable and 
unreprovable in his sight. If 
ye continue 1n the faith ground- 
ed and settled, and be not moved 
away from the hope of the gos 
pel, which ye have heard * * * 
Even the mystery which hath 
been hid from ages and from 
generations, but now is made 
manifest to his saints: To whom 
God would make known what is 
the riches of the glory of this 
mystery among the Gentiles; 
which is Ohrist in you the hope 
of glory. * * * That we may 
present every man perfect in 
Ohrist Jesus.’’ 

Now to the text: ‘“‘That their 
hearts might be comforted, being 
knit together in love * * * to 
the acknowledgement of the 
mystery of God.” 


We understand by the above 
Scripture that the law, the 
prophets, the coming of John 
the Baptist, suffering and death 
of Christ, preaching of the gos- 
pel by the apostles were all for 
our redemption which they of 
Laodicea had received. But 
Paul desired one thing more. 
He wanted their hearts confort- 
ed by being knit together in 
love, that they might acknowl- 
edge the mystery of God. No 
doubt but that they shouted and 
spoke in tongues as people do 
today, yet in order to have their 
hearts comforted they must be 
knit together in love. 


Where brethren are not knit 
together in love there is every 
uncomfortable thing coming up. 
They strive about uniearned 
questions, condemn one another, 
pick flaws, hunt motes, seek 
vain glory, they desire to be a 
little higher in the body than 
others, justify themselves by 
others, become puffed up with 
the thought that their experi- 
ence is a little above that of 
anvther, despise counsel, heady, 
highminded, wavering, ready to 
disagree without consideration. 
Where such exists there is no 
comfort. 


Folks will say, 
wrong? Why can’t we have 
arevival? Why can’t we have 
spiritual, heart-touching meet- 
ings any more? Now comes the 
mystery. All have the experi- 
ence, but God is not working. 
Listen! You are not knit togeth- 
er in love. You cannot ac- 
knowledge the mystery of God. 
The power of God is a mystery 
and can only be manifested 
where there is oneness. Where 
hearts are knit together in love 
there is sure to be ‘a wave of 
divine power that not only the 
saints acknowledge, but it lays 
hold on sinvers, their hearts are 
broken to pieces by it; it makes 
things move.

Pass by an electrical plant when 
it isin good running order and 
all the wires are connected and 
charged. We see the lights 
gleaming.

Salvation brings love and 
love is the only thing we will 
take to heaven with us. Paul 
declares it will never fail. Some 
say they will talk in tongues in 
heaven but I am not as sure of 
that as 1am of love. Paul says 
tongues shall cease, but charity 
never faileth. 


So many are seeking gifts and 
striving about questions and do 
not realize that they are wretched 
and poor for lack cf love. 


If some would lay down that 
pole of criticism and humble 
themselves, be filled with love 
and preach the Word of God 
they would be. loved’ more. 
Some preachers say the saints 
are rebellious and will not follow 
them. Listen, dear brethren, if 
you will spend a little more time 
arking God to fill you with love 
that you might be able to feed 
the flock and stop beating them 
over the head you will soon dis- 
cover that they were not so re- 
bellious after all, but just a little 
bit afraid of you; you had them 
wild; you criticised them for 
shouting, then criticised them 
because they didn’t shout; they 
were afraid to move.
